A Dreamy View of the Picturesque 
Beauty of the City's 
Snrronndingrs. 



The Amazing Peacefulness of the 
Climate aud Accoiinuodatiug 
"Horse Car " Lines. 



Victoria, B.C., :Miu-ch 24. 

At first blush the visitor from New 
York will scarcely know just how to 
claBB this verdant gem of Her Majesty's 
British Columbia poBsessions, for the 
contrast between Gotham's noise and 
bustle and the calm, noporific life in Vic- 
toria, will strike him with almost pain- 
ful force. Ho will be awed and over- 
come by tho bilenee. He may have done 
Europe and found nothing more superbly 
picturesque, or have found nothing in 
the slumberoas hamlets of Mexico more 
serenly peaceful, The town hangs like 
an emerald brooch upon the breast of 
Vancouver's island, on which it stands, 
guarding the Pacific gateway of Foget 
Sound through the Straits of Fnca, and 
falling asleep on its watch as easily as 
tho fat boy in ' Pickwick." 

Victoria, like Venice, is a little, 
drcaujy, entriuiciii'^ world in itsolf, 
where tlie peoph^ go tho peaceful, i)oetic 
gait of tlie climate. Businoaa begins 
late and closes early. Nobody over 
heard of a case of nervous prostration 
among its merchants. Nobody ever 
heard of any resident in danger of being 
crushed by the Juggernaut of greed and 
speculation. Skies are blue, waters 
bright, flowers in everlasting bloom, 
mountain peaks in crowns of snow on 
endless dress parade, comforts cheap, 
■women beautiful, life an even-tempered 
current of delight. 

Providence and nature designed Vic- 
toria for exactly what it is — a verdure 
and flower-deckeil bit of the famed 
Elysian Fields. The considerate Fates 
appear to have fully realized the incon 
gruity of exposing this dainty patch of 
earth to thy ravaijea of commerce, so 
they gave it a harbor unable to lloat big 
mercantile fleets. All the disturbing 
noise and dirt ami profanity of a ship- 
ping port have gone over to Vancouver, 
the terminus of the Canadian Pacific's 
Oriental fleet, and Victoria is thus l^t 
to doze in her green hammock in a bower 
of fadeless roses. 

And, as she lies in her hammock, her 
eyes can rest on the towering crags of 
white-robed Mount Olympus, just across 
the Straits from her garden to the South, 
or on the snowy i)oll and seamed sides 
of Mount Baker to the north, or the ma- 
Jectic awee[) of the Cascaded to the east, 
as they file down beyond tlie shore-line 
of the Sound to grace the court of white- 
crowned Mount Kanier, that monarch of 
the range. The scenic glories are an 
everlasting feast, unmatched by any 
rival on the entire Pacific strolcb of 
coast. The mercury stands at about 60 
degrees the year round. 

By some curious freak of nature, Vic- 
toria gets only atwenty-six-inch rainfall 
in the year, while points all along the 
Sound will average from forty inches to 
Jifty-six inches. The natives enjoy the 
great novelty of a thunder-storm about 
once in live years, but no snow comes 
nearer to them than the perennial white 
crowns of the Olympics and Cascades 
Strange to say with all this amazing 
peacefulness of climate, the snow-centre 
of the Pacitic lie.'i only sixty miles to tho 
west. There is everlasting trouble there 
Prom Cape Flatter}', the northwestern 
arm of the state of Washington, to an 
opposite point on Vancouver Island, the 
sea is strewn with wrecks. 

Small wonder, then, that tho happy 
natives of this enchanted Atlantis wind 
lip the drudgery of their small daily 
business as soon as possible, and return 
to their vi'ie-covered homes and rose- 
Bi.'ented gardens. Rest, contentment, 
and hospitality are in the air. The 
horse cars, that drag you cautiou.sly to 
the suburbs, seem under Contract to see 
that none of the beauties of villa and 
flower bed along the route can escape the 
tourist. He has ample time to photo- 
graph each dainty Queen Anne nest on 
the retina; to follow the trail of each 
ivy-creeper, to count the rosea on every 
bush. Speed would break ttie spell. 

Take any road you will, you will lind 
thern all in perfect order. The most 
jiopular drive and the nif)!^t cliarming 
and picturea(|ue, is the three mile stretch 
to J'lsijuimalt, where the (iueeii has Ikt 
r.icdlic navy yard. It is an unforgetable 
panorama of sea, mountain and sky, 
with a foreground ol rich, green wood- 
land, embowered country homes, vino- 
clad wayaide inns, and dowers of a hun- 
dred hues and scents in riotous profus- 
ion wherever an imposing villa or a 
modest cottage comes in view. 

AH this evergreen splendor, all these 
climatic anomalies, right at the feet of 
snowcaps, and williiii a stone's throw 
almost of tlie wintry riu'orn of tlic Sel- 
kirks. are produ(tlK of the wunii .lapaii 
eurrent which weilds a vernal sway all 
alontr the i'a('ilic eo.ial . Within its iii- 
lluence you seen ]ji;rennial vegetation, 
iiut one(! get beyond it, and the chang- 
ing seasons, common to this latitude, 
reapi)ear. J met not long ago in Siiokaiie 
(wliich lies far to the east, almost on 
the Idaho line) a gentleman with a 
peculiar but very natural theory about 
the constitutional eflecta of this abnor- 
mal climate. He drew a strikingly 
keen contrast between the lithe, couri 
ageous, independent character of the In- 
dians that still remain under the influ- 
ence of normal seasons, and their list- 
less, aiiineleas, droopy and aiinlesa 
brelhern, who have lived for generations 
and centuries within the enervating 
range of these soft Pacilic skies. 11(! be- 
lieved that a very long epoch had been 
reijuired to work tho aboriginal force 
and fibre out of tho extreme 
Western tribes and substitute lan- 
quor in their place. He went ho 
lar as to predict that the white 
man, in the course of time, like his red- 
skin, predecessor, would ■'degonorato in 
strength, endurance, and mental power. 
Possibly the Jesup expedition, that will 
trace the ethnological history of our first 
^ndian settlors back to their Asiatic 
starting point, may throw some light im 
thiH problem. 

One element in tho Victoria life shows 
fdW signs of indolence. This is the (Jlii- 
oieae, who have a very strong aud |)ros- 
porous colony and roiiresent ^reat 
wealth. Commercial life is a rosy ex- 
istence to .John. Being on Knghsh soil 
he gets hia crude oi)iuui in free. This he 



has only to pass through the refining 
process to fit it for smoking purposea 
and smuggle into the United States, 
where iie clears the six dollars' duty on 
every pound. All the lynx-eyed detect- 
ives of Uncle Sam can never orueh' this 
illicit traffic, If the egtireiarniy' was 
Btretciied aldiig 'the^bounctary line of 
^Vashington it could not form a cordon 
for that 400 miles. Spasmodic eSorts 
have been made to . break up John's lu- 
crative combinations to cheat the cus- 
tom-house, but the job covers too vast 
an expanse of country and deals with 
too keen and resourceful a race. — .S. P. 
B. in New York Kvening Post.

He Was to Have Been Huiicr To 
morrow Had Governor llogrcrs 
Not Interfered. 



Gallows Was Beady For Its Grim 
Work When the Welcome 
Word Came. 



Henry Craemer, who waste have been 
hung at Seattle to-morrow, has been re 
spited at almost the last minute for 
ninety days. The story was told in the 

Colonist only a few weeks ago, when a 
search was being made here for Jack 
CJuincey, whose testimony Craemer says 
could save him from tho gallows. The 
I'ost-Intelligencer of yesterday, in speak- 
ing of the respite, says: 

An army tent on a forced march was 
never set up and pulled down more 
iiuickly than the scadbld destined for 
the execution of Henry Craemer. After 
waitini; as long as he thought prudent, 
Sheriir Moyer yesterday ordered tho 
erection of the scall'old, and sent Deputy 
SheriflT Lane out to supervise the work. 
The Btructure was just beginning to as- 
sume promising proportions, when a tel 
egram from Olympia ^topped it as 
promptly as if eviTy carpenter had been 
stricken with |)aralysis. The meauage 
was to Sheriff Moyer from Private Se 
rotary Ballaine, announciug that the 
Ocjvernor had granted Craemer a respite 
of ninety days. The Governor bases his 
his action on statements from Judge 
Jacobs and ex-Proaecuting-Attorney 
Hastie. 

A apecial to the Post-Intelligencer last 
night from Olympia brought the full 
text of the respite. It is addressed to 
Sheriir Moyer, and reads as follows: 

" Whereas, Henry Craemer was here- 
tofore accused, tried and convicted of 
murder in the lirst degree in the sunorior 
<'ourt of the state of \\'ashington, in and 
for the county of King, sentence of death 
being didy imposed and the date of exe- 
eution set f(jr .\pril L'J. IMIV ; and 

" Whereas, 1 Ion. I )rang(! .Jacobs, juilge 
of the superior court of the state of 
U'aahinglon, i.i and for the county of 
King, and Hon. A. \V . Hastie, former 
prosecuting attorney of King county, 
liaving represented to mo that recently 
discovered evidence may tend to show 
the innocence of the said Henry Crae- 
mer of the crime for which he stands 
convicted, and have recommended a re- 
spite of said Oraemer's ecntenco for 
ninety days ; and upon the further aa- 
aurance of former Assistant rros(!cuting 
.\ttorney .Mcliride that, aHsiiming the 
guilt of said Craemc'r, no harm could 
(■!)ine to the cause of justice by reason of 
giving a fair ojiportunity for said Crac^- 
nu^r to prove his innocence by newly 
diacovered evidence; 

"Now, therefore, I, J. U. Uogors, gov- 
ernor of the state of Washington, iiy vir- 
tue of the authority in me vested by the 
laws of the stateof Washington, do here- 
by respite the sentence of said Henry 
Craemer for the period of ninety days. ' 

" In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused tho seal of the 
state to be aflixed at Olympia, this 20th 
day of April, A. D. l.S!)7." 

'riio aoot which had be(ui selected lor 
the aeali'old was iiniiiediately under tho 
windows in the main room of the sher- 
iff 'h ollico, and directly east of th(! jail. 
Interesteil faces glanced from tho vari- 
oda windows on that aide of tho building 
to watch the building and later the un- 
building of the platform. It did not 
take long to tear down the structure. 
Tho rough boards were soon carried 
away, and only a few chips strewn about 
the ground remained as grim souvenirs 
of what might have taken place next 
Friday.

Congress to Help Florida 
Hyaciiitl 



Get Rid of Water 



A thing of beauty ia a joy forever, 
said Keats, but bad lie ever beard of ttie 
water hyacinth lie might not have pen- 
ned tiie charming line, says a WaBiiing- 
ton dispatch to the bt. Louis (jlobe- 
Democrat. A water hyacinth is unquea- 
tionably a thing of beauty. It is a 
native of Venezuela, and its trlories were 
each that the proprietors of some of the 
large hotels in I*'lorida and Louisiana 
were led some years ago to introduce it 
into tbofie atalea as un adornment to 
their grounds. It thrived and llonrialied 
in the little ponda fed by fountains, and 
was valued lor ita rarity and 
beauty. The leaves are borne in 
bwollen stems which are lilled with 
sprinifv air cells. The blossoms are of 
a lilac color, nroduced in large apikea 
like a liyacintb, and it tlowera freely in 
the summer and fall. Its bcivy roots 
hang down in tlie water, but do not at- 
tach themselves to the soil beneath. 
The plants were given away and dis- 
tributed about in Florida and Louisiana, 
and in a few years became so abundant 
that the jieoiile ceased to care for them. 
.N'cgk'cteit by their erHtwliile proud jioa- 
sessors, they were fo'rced to wander out 
in tlu! worhl and make their own living. 
They invaded the freab-water streaniH 
and navigable lakes, and they multiplied 
like musbrooma in a pasture after a 
Btorni. They soon began to bo troiible- 
Bome to the log men and the Binall 
craft which plied the upper 
waters of the St. Johns and 
its tributory streams, and atill later 
they obatructed the passage of steam- 
boats and Hailing vessels. The plant is 
of (luick growth, is moved about by the 
winda and current, and as the iimibbob 
of roots and leaves develop and thicken 
they form into floating islands, which 
often conceal logs and other obatructiona, 
menacing the safety of any veaBcl that 
strikes them. A prevailing wind lasting 
for some lime drivea taese lloating mass- 
es against a bridge or some shoal or point 
in the river, and it ia hard to detach or 
penetrate them. The plants are propa- 
gateil from seeds aini by runners, and 
when they have onco obtained a hold on 
the river bank or a shoal they grow rap- 
Idly and spread toward the middle of ttio 
Stream , and in some of the tributaries 
of the St. Johns they have extended 
from each shore line and met in the 
channel. 

Tlie dilliculties whicn they have added 
to navigation in the St. Johns river in 
li'loridii, and ita tributaries, and in some 
of the streama in Louisiana, have be- 
conio ao great that Uhief of iMigineera 
Craighill recommended to congreaa ijuite 
recently that an apjiropriation of :i;U),OUO 
be niauo for an examination of the 
Btreams which have become choked up 
-with the plant to decide upon the best 



THE RETAIL MAIIKKT.S. 

This Time an Advance in Flour is Reported 
— New Potatoes in Stock, 

Manitoba flour is again on the move 
this week, but instead of a drop it is an 
advance that ia now reported — an in- 
crease of 30 cents per barrel over the 
former quotations. The only apparent 
reason for this is the Tiirkisli-CJrecian 
war caueing a shiftening of prices in the 
large grain centves, changes and new 
developments may at any time be looketl 
for. California new potatoes are now a 
feature of the trades, but aa yet these 
rank rather as a delicacy than a staple, 
both in quantity and price. .Should this 
aeaaon he conducive to good crops, Vic- 
toria's potatoe supply during the coming 
wiuler will be a marked improvement 
over that of last. A large acreage is 
already under seeds, and in places 
some very promising showings are made. 
Just now is a busy time with the farm- 
ers, and not many of them are to bo 
seen in town. Their lands, however, 
testify to what haa been keeping them 
at home.

'Ihe total milensse contemplated by the 
railway subsidy bill may, for conveni- 
ence, be put at 500 miles. The hope is 
that the Dominion goverhment will ask 
parliament to subsidize these railways 
by an amount double that siven by the 
Province, that is by a bonua of .■fS.HOO a 
mile. It is not necessary in this article 
to over the argument by which it is 
established that the Federal authorities 
ought to do at least twiceaa much in the 
way of cash subsidies to railways in 
British Colunitiia as the Provincial leizis- 
laturedoes. This iiuestiun will be dealt 
v itli a;,'ain, and at iiri!.=ont we will only 
iiiiMition that the claim is Ijaried upon 
the e.^Lceptioually larj;e pur capita contri- 
bution of this Province to the Federal 
revenue. What we propose to do to-day 
ii to look at the above Eubaidy propoai- 
tion from a Federal point of view. 

A subsidy of fS.OOO a mile for 501) niilea 
of railway would call for 1,000,000. 
We feel certain that such a sulis.idy, even 
if it is not to be paid until the roads are 
completed, would secure the immediate 
construction of a line from English Bluff 
to Boundary Creek, with connection 
with Victoria, Vancouver and New 
Westminster, and the line from the 
head of Bute Inlet to tiuesnelle.

within bounds we will place the arable j 
and pastoral area, which the two road h 
would render immediately available far 
occupation at 15,000,0(lQacre8. This area 
isyreater than the wholeof .S'ova .Scotia. 
It is only about l', 000,000 acres lets 
than the whole of New Brunswick. It 
i-i nr)t far, il ai'V, hhorl oi the total area' 
of liiesu two provinces available for j 
farming or pasture. It is nearly four j 
tiaiei as great aa the total area of iiii- 
yrovttl land in those two provinces. Ui 
is almost as ;;reat an area as is in !h"l 
liiindf of jirivate ov.-ners in (tntario. 'i'hc j 
propcne.l railways will hrint; thi,-:vaHt| 
area within the reach of (■(iloiiiz.itjuii. | 

It is not nece.-^H.n y to do more than 
mention the mineral reijourcea ol IvooL- 
enay, Yale, Cariboo and the Coast dis- 
tricts which these linos would <lev;-h)p. 
There is enoueh now in aii^ht to 
warrant (govern men I aid to rai I way con - 
Btruction, and il is w(tll known tliat 
larj;e areas of mine) ali/eil territory have 
yet to be prospected, while Ihousauds of 
prosi)ects await examination by practi- 
cal miners. 

Such is the country which it is pro- 
posed to open by the railways which the 
lirovincial legislature has agreed tosub- 
Hidi/.e and which it is confidonlly 
hoped the Dominion government will 
further aid in such a inanner that their 
construction can be begun at a very early 
day and the several lines be pushed for- 
■ward to completion within three years. 
We submit confidently that a policy that 
will secure the opening of regions of such 
T.i8t poHHbilitiea by an outlay of $4,i)()0,- 
wouiil 1;^! a wise one; and we i:o 
f rthifr and claim tiiat it would be a jiood 
nuHim.'KH luveHtmonl for the Dominion.

That is toKay.ii the Do- 
minion (government would agree to give 
the Lines mentioned in the provincial 
subsidy bill $4,000,000, when completed, 
the added receipts from the additional 
population which the building of the 
roads woulil attract woukl pay the in- 
terest, the sinkini: linul, the cost of jiov- 
ernuuMit, atid .■flTO.OOO a year besides, 
and from year to year afterwards the 
Ijalanco to profit would increase indeliu- 
ate'.y. We think, therefore, that it may 
lie fairly claimed, as a business proposi- 
tion, that it would pity the Donnnion to 
give tlie aid sut;;:ested. 

IU;t there is another side to this mat- 
ter which is ci|ually attrai'tive from a 
business point of view, namely, the 
advanta.£;e it will be to the business com- 
munity of Canada to have these great 
British Columbia areas filled with 
farmers, miners and cattle men. fpon 
this we ^^hall not ealari;e. Xeither shall 
M'e do more than niontioti that what 
may lie called the sontinieutal advautajie 
of opening Canada to Canadians, who 
otherwisu will seek lor eiuployuient 
abroad. These and the importance from 
a Federal point of view of giving British 
Columbia the greatest possible impetus 
must form the subject of future articles. 
Ill this we have examined the questions 
from the prosaic standpoint of revenue 
anil expenditure.

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FORTY-NINTH DAY. 

WEDNKaDAY, April L'l, 1897. 

The Bpeak«r took the chair at 3 p.m. 

Prayers were rend by the Rev. Perci- 
val Jenna. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return 
relating to water recorda granted to A. 
Heinze, the Reco Mining Company and 
the Noble Five Mining Company. 

Mr. Booth- submitted a report of the 
private bills committee, reporting the 
preamble proved of the bill to incorpor- 
ate the Okanagan Water Power Com- 
pany ; and the bill to incorporate tlie 
Pend d'Oreillo Power i<i Li;cht Compauy. 

The report was received. 

The Barkerville, Ashcroft and Kam- 
loops Railway Company's bill was fur- 
ther considered in . committee, Major 
Mutter in the chair. 

Mr. Sword remarked that section IG 
only Biiid the company " may " begin 
work within two years. He moved to 
alter may to " shall." 

Mr. Bothers accepted the amendment, 
'which was passed. The committeb rose 
and reported the bill complete with 
amendments. 

On report on the Bedlington and Nel- 
son railway, 

Mr. Hume moved as an amendment, 
providing for bnmchea or extensions not 
to exceed twenty miles in a direct lino 
from the main line of the said railway. 
He said many mines that nii^'lit wish to 
take advantage of the Hoc were twelve 
and fifteen miles away, and the amend- 
ment was to meet their case. 

The amendment was agreed to, and 
the report was adojjted. The bill was 
then read a third time and passed. 

The house then went into comndtteu 
on the South Kootenay water power 
company's bill, Mr. Kennedy in thu 
chair. 

Mr. Graham said it appeared from the 
preamble that the company could take 
water from all points in Kootenay and 
Yale. Under the water bill they nii^iihl 
obtain records for a number of dillert^nt 
ulaceaand preventottier people from tak- 
ing water. 

Mr. Cotton pointed out that the priv- 
ate bills committee had in this, as in 
other bills of a like character, brought 
in these bills under the \Vater Clauaes 
Consolidation Act, and section I t pro- 
vided three places wliere the company 
coald take water. The company had 
given notice of application for a private 
bill on December 3, 1896, and it was 
therefore provided that from date it 
should have priority over application for 
water records. 

Later more discussion arose on the 
priority matter. 

Mr. Helmcken said that the private 
bills committee had iu all lliese private 
bills dealing with water put in a clause 
giving the companies i)riority overall 
application made after the day they gave 
notice of ai)plication for a charter. 

The committee rose and reported pro- 
gress, and asked leave to sit again. 

The house went into committee on the 
Cascade Water I'ower and L\ghl Co.'s 
Bill, Mr. Hufl'in the chair. 

Mr. Graham complained of the roving 
rights given to the company by clause 
81. They were given, he said, prior 
rights over anyone else in Midway, 
Anaconda, Greenwood, Gjand Forks and 
Cascade City. He asked that the com- 
pany should beconlineJ to certain points 
in the same way as was done in regard 
to the Kootenay flower Company , whose 
bill was just considered. 

Mr. Booth contended that there were 
no exclusive rights. The water power 
was to be obtained near Cascade Citv. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts thought that the'bill 
gave the company priority. 

Mr. Booth said the company would 
come under the water clauses bill and 
must decide within one month where 
they would take their water from. From 
that one point alone they would have 
priori tv of applications over all rec:ords 
applied for since Nov. 10th, IS'Jli, the 
date upon which they gave notice of aj)- 
plying for a bill. 

Mr. Graham said (ireenwood city was 
prepared tn ixo into the waterworks busi- 
ness for itself but if this bill was allowed 
to pass, it would first have to buy out 
the Cascade city if they were given the 
rights under the bill. He maintained 
that these were prior rights and would 
prevent anyone else from taking up re- 
cords. 

Mr. Booth could not see that the ob- 
jection was a good ontf. Under the Water 
Act the government would have the ad- 
judication in the matter of water records 
and if they knew that Greenwood City 
wished to erect waterworks, it was not 
likely that the Cascade Co. would be 
given prior riiihts over them. 

Mr. .Sword jjointed out that the Water 
Privileges .Vet gave a nmiiicipality pre- 
ference over all other applicants', and 
therefore he thought there need be no 
fear for Greenwood city. 

Mr. Graham was afraid Greenwood 
city would not get justice if this bill was

Hon. Mr. Eberts said if the place 
wanted to make certain of getting works 
it could apply for incorporation under 
the cities law passed recently and then 
the Cascade company would have to go 
to the city to get a by-law for their works 
if they wanted to supply Greenwood 
City.

The amendment was agreed to on a 
division. 

Mr. Sword moved to strike out clause 
125 and insert in lieu thereof another, the 
effect of which was tosecurethatamend- 
ments made in future to the Water 
Clauses Consolidation Act shall extend 
to the corresponding sections in this 
bill. 

The amendment was agreed to and the 
committee rose and reported the bill 
complete with amendments. 

Mr. Kellie moved the second reading 
of the Trail Waterworks bill. 

This was agreed to, and the house 
went into committee on tlie bill, Mr. 
Macpherson in the chair. Tfiii bill was 
reported complete with ampmlmentB. 

The report on the IS. C. Yukon Kail- 
way bill was adopted ami the bill was 
read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Kellie asked the Attorney- 
General: Is the coal on the Brit- 
ish Columbia Soulhern land grant 
subject to the royalty mentioned 
section 1)7, chaji. iilj of the Consolida- 
ted Statutes, 1888? 

Hon. Mr. Eberts— Yes. 

The house went into committee on the 
bill to amend the Revenue Tax bill, Mr. 
Booth in the chair. 

Mr. Forster moved to strike out the 
words exempting clergymen from pay 
uient of the tax. 

Hon. Premier Turner was surpri.'rcd at 
the lion, iiieiaber offering the ameiid- 
nient. The exemption was jmU in many 
years ago. It stood in the act for a long 
time. He did not think it right that 
anyone should take advantage of this 
act to exempt militiamen by attempting 
to )ilace the tax on the clergj'. 

Hon. Mr. Martin opposed the amend- 
ment, and told of tlie valuable work 
done in early days by Boman Catholic 
missionaries. He, too, was surjirised at 
an amendment of this character. 

Mr. Williams sympathised with those 
who favored Mr. Foreter's amendment. 
He could (juite see that they did not 
mind exempting from taxation those 
who fought their enemies but they iLid 
object to exempting clergymen who 
were enrolled to fighttheir friend. (Loud 
laughter.) 

Mr. Helmcken — No personalities 
(Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Martin — He is not here to 
night. (Renewed merriment.) 

Dr. Walkem said medical men ought 
to be exempted as much as clergymen 

The amendment was defeated. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved an amend- 
ment providing that a member of the 
militia to secure exemption from the tax 
niuflt have been enrolled six months 
The amendment was carried and the 
bill was reported complete with amend 
ments. Tlie report was adopted and the 
bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. Hume asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works ;

THE YUKON TBADE. . 

A Letter From; Fort Wrangel in Favor of 
the Stickeen-Teslin Route. 

The discussions in the board of trade 
over the best methods of opening np the 
Yukon country have drawn the atten- 
tion of Mr. Duncau McKmnop, of Fort 
Wrangel, and he embodies his viewb in 
the following letter to Mr. Joseph Cleari- 
hue of this city, under date of April 15: 

" I read with considerable interest the 
views of the members of the board of 
trade of Victoria as reported in the 
Colonist of the 10th Instant relative to 
the Yukon and the dillurent routes pro- 
posed. I would like to call your atten- 
tion to the Stickeen-Teslin route aa it 
should be seen from a British Columbia 
point of view. In the first place the 
navigation of the Stickeen is sure, and a 
narrow gauge railroad from any part of 
the river has no engineering difficulties 
to contend with. When you start from 
tlie Stickeen you go as it were from the 
fountain head. Any discoveries which 
may be made along the route and on 
that great water shed of Teslin lake 
are almost at your door, and from 
there it is all down hill to all the 
mines which are or may bo discovered 
and no imiiediiiients to navigation. 
In years gone by you remember the 
great <iiiantity of freight that went to 
Cassiar from Victoria ; then why not 
supply your mines in the Yukon coun- 
try by a route that is easy and no inter- 
national trouble about it, seeing it is all 
in your own territoi-y '.' 1 believe it is 
only a matlerof a few years till a branch 
from southern British Columbia will 
connect with this proposed route. Just 
iin<«gine goods from Victoria landed at 
the Clondike in ten days or less, when 
the service is organized and connected 
via the Stickeen-Teslin route. Imagine 
potatoes, onions, cabbage, ajiples, 
oranges, eggs laid at the mines in good 
condition. What a boon to tlii^ miners, 
and what an increase of trade! 

I hope you will give the foregoing re- 
marks some little consideration seeing 
you are an old Cassiar man, and know 
of what I am writing about.

This lone bird's crow wb.m 
a pleasure to the sportsman's ear, and 
wu felt proud of Mr. Cock shaking his 
beautiful feathers and crowing to liis 
ladylove; but, alas, he is dead. Two^ 
charges of shot were more than he could 
stand. It would be IntereKliiig to know 
if a fellow that worka in an otlice in the 
city and lives just outaide on a few acres 
of rock ia called a settler and ia entitled 
to their foolish privileges in regard to 
same.

JSlKi'. del Val DescribedA s of British 
Birth and Broad 
Views. 



Aasuredlj' Ihere is no man who is 
brought iiioro prominontly before the 
public in tho convuraation iind news- 
paper literature of tho day than his Ex- 
cellency Moiisignor Merry del Vnl, papal 
deles^ate to Caiiad;i. Although the some- 
what effusive politoiiesa of the Italian peo- 
ple ia charitably disposed to aceord to 
every gentleman in church or state the 
august title of " Kxcellanza," or Excel- 
lency, yet tho stiaii^ht laced code of mod- 
em social cti(iuctte has restricted this dis- 
tinction to the ambassadors of sovereigns. 
As tho Pope ia de facto tho supremo 
llc.^d of tho Catholic church in niattera of 
discipline, faith and morality, it follows 
as a matter of course that his envoys and 
I)leiiipotentario8 receive tho title of " Ex- 
cellency," oven though, as in the present 
instance, they are not yet raised to llie 
dignity of tho episcopal office. 

Mgr. Raphael del Val is tho third son 
of tho Marquis Bleriy del \'al, tiie pre- 
sent iSpanisli Atul):i33ador to tho Vatican 
at Rome. A gontloman who has diatin- 
j^uiahed himself both socially and polit- 
ically in a long diplomatic cause, tho Mar- 
(juia has seen service in many European 
cuurts. He is a man of wide cosmopol- 
itan views, and takesthe greatest interest 
in all Kiiglish iiuestions, but more espec- 
ially does lie concern iiiniaelf about llie 
material an.i social interests of Ireland, 
the ancient hotue of his ancestors. If the 
delei^ate succeeds ia his present mission a 
large share of lits success must be attri- 
bttted to tlvo early influences of that home 
training which he received under the dir- 
ect perional supervision of his distiu- 
yiiisiiod parent. The present Apostolic 
delajjate to Canada was born in London, 
lOnglai'.d, when his father tho Manjuis 
dol Val, was ch'of secretary to tho .Span- 
ish embassy, at the court of St. James. 
He is therefore a Britisher by birth, and 
■with his English education and Irish par- 
entage, fur the Merrys are of good county 
Waterford stoclc, he bids fair to win a 
wiuin corner in the affections of the I'jni;- 
li.ih- speaking races of Canada, Protest- 
ants as well as Catholics. 

A comparatively young man, for he is 
scarcely 36 years of age, he is above tho 
middle height, of attenuated ascetic form 
dark complexion, and graceful appoar- 
iinco. Idis courtly and dignified maimers 
which are those of a Spanish f^entlenian, 
are well calculated to impress strangers 
must favorably, and will lielp him con- 
siderably to manoeuvre the labyrinthal 
mazes of the difficult diplomatic position 
which has been entrusted to him by the 
soveroiLtn pontilf. Judging from his ])er- 
sonal appearance, ho might at tirst bo 
taken for an Italian, with the wealth of 
dark raven hair, and deep dark eyes, 
with the heavily pencilled eyebrows, but 
when he speaks her Majesty's Anglo - 
fciaicon with that soft modulated accent, 
th.it is partly Oxford, parrly Continental, 
he would ho surely recogm/.od as an i'hig- 
li.sh clergyman of high standing. lie is a 
young man, m good .sooth, to l)o entrust- 
ed with so dolicato and dillicult a niis.sion 
that ou due consideration might seem to 
require tho wisdom of old age and the 
prudence that ia begotten "of long and 
varied experience with the mariners and 
customs of moil. But Rome is not par- 
ticularly anxious about Ine requisite age, 
provided that other and more necessary 
<iuiiiilicationaarefoundinthenian on whose 
sliouhlers she wishes to place the burdens 
of olhcB. Of the present delegate it may 
be remarked without flattery, as was 
once said of bia illusttious countrymen, 
the Gid?:— 

" II eat jeune il est vrai, 
Mais aux ames bien nees. 
La A'ertu n' atlende pas le nombre des 
annees." 

Y'juul; uien oftentimes till the highest 
ecolesia.stical I'.nil <liplomatic positicais in 
the liuiuan curia. Coming as he does 
directly from the 3Ui)renie head of the 
Catholic Church, he occuines a position 
analo^o)us to th.it of envoy-extruordinary 
in the diplomatic reliiti. ■ .4 of the State. 

3Ionsii;nor Il:i.pliael Miirry del Val re- 
ceived hi.s Knyli.ih education at St Cuth- 
hert';^ Colk'Ljo, I'sliav,-, Durham, iMigland 
— a faiaou.s .seat of Catholic learning that 
has been the Ahua Mater of many de- 
voted and illustrious sous of the Catholic 
Church. When he had coinpleleil the 
educational curriculum of St. Cuthbert's, 
he was deputed to fill a most important 
position at the Court of Madrid, having 
lieuii chosen by the C'"cen Regent as 
private tutor for her son, that inl.oresling 
little monarch K'iiig Alphonso XII. He 
remained at oourt f<u- some years, and 
won the universal respect of all the 
iiieiiiliui'3 of the Royal family by his 
fitriet, conscientious attention to tho od- 
ucaiion of bia Royal pupil, who made the 
greatest i.ro^Tcss under tho able direction 
of his youthful preoeiitor. Afterwards, 
when his father, the Jlaniuisdcl \'al was 
appointed S|)!ini.sli ambassador to the 
Couitof tho Vatican, Homo, tho Sonor 
Raphael waa obliged to roliniiuiah his 
post of tutor, and accompanied bis par- 
ents to the Kternal City where ho 1111- 
medialely began his studies nithu Romnn 
university with the object of iireparing 
himself for tho priesthood. He entered 
tho Oregormn univorsity there, conducted 
by tlie Jesuit Fathors, and became at 
once a diligent, earnest and attentive 
ptudeiit. He was ordained priest about 
the year IHSo, and soon afterwards ho 
took his acadaiiiic dei^rees in divinity and 
canon law in a manner that reflected 
credit on liiniBolf and his illustrious pro- 
fessors. 

Some fiMv yoir.s later, in I.S87, when 
(.^lueeii \ ii;'oiii celebrated her golden 
Jubilee, Moiisigiior del ^'al waa chosen 
accniiuiaiiy a.s Seerotary, together with 
Mgr. /al.skski, his iMiiinence Cardinal 
lluilb Hcilla, the accredited rejiresent- 
ative of Pope Loo, XUl, to her Lrracious 
Majesty tho Queen, It was hinted even 
in very liiLili iiuarter^i in Rrmio that after 
the teriiiii lat ion of his Canadian inission 
. ho would be chosen as the direct ropre 



sontativo of the Holy See to England on 
tho occasion of the celebration of tho 
diamond jubilee of tho Queen. 

After his return to Rome he took up 
residence aa an alumnus of the "Ac ide- 
mia del Nobili," or Noble Academy. As 
tho nnnio implies, this college is a train- 
ing school for young ecclesiastics of rank 
or fortune, who are destined to servo the 
spiritual interests of tho church as repre- 
sentatives of tho Holy See at tho courts 
of aovoroigns. Tatlicr Satolli, then pro- 
fessor of dogmatic theology at the univer- 
sity of tho Propaganda, was also the rec- 
tor of the noble academy, which position 
he resigned when ho wasselected as Apos- 
tolic delegate to the United States. 
Under the tutelage of this holy and learn- 
ed prelate, young Father dol Val did not 
fail to make considerable progress and 
proSceney m those social and theological 
studies that were considered necessary in 
one who was destined to fill important 
positions in tho diplomatic services of 
the Roman Court. 

About four years ago he received the 
otticial appointment of Master of the 
Robes and Acting Private Chamberlain — 
a position that necessitated his future resi- 
dence at the Vatican palace in the imrtie- 
diato household of the Holy Father. 
This odico ia soinewhat similar to that of 
tho liords-iii-waiting at the English court, 
nid is one of gi eal responsibility, rhere 
are at present four Private Chamberlains 
—Mgr. del Val, Mgr. Bisleti, Mgr. Mis- 
ciatelli and Mgr. DeCroy. They are 
simple priests, not bishops, as many 
strangers to tlio ICLeriial City imagine. 
Mur. DeCroy is ,1 Belgian, but the other 
two are Italians. 'I'lieir duties are many 
and various, cuiiiprisiui,' social and and re- 
ligious obligations. They attend oa the 
j'.eraon of tho l'o])e, and accomjiany him 
in his daily walks around the picturosquo 
Hardens of tho Vatican. When tho Holy 
Father says mass, when he offers at 9;30 
every morning in his private chapel, 
they are ])reaeiit. .\t private receptions 
to bishops and other ilignatiiries, in pub- 
lic audiences, they invariably wait on 
him, standing two at either side of the 
Pontificial throne, or walk by his side 
when ho is borne in state 011 the Sedia 
(jestatoria, or chair of ofhce, from his 
private aparti-.ionts in the A''atican to tho 
Basilica of St. Peter. In fact, tho Pri- 
vate Chaniberlaina are tho faiuiliarii of 
the Soveieign PontiH', and consei|Uently 
are treated with more than ordinary 
kindntss and ciuiaideration by the august 
Head of the Raman Catholic Church. 
Hence, they are neirly always called 
domestic prelates (prelati domestici). 
Tliey are usually changed at tho death of 
the Pope who appointed them, and if 
during his lifetime they are transferred 
from their ollico of waiting on him it is 
always to a higher and more influential 
position. The bearers of the title of 
Private Oharaborlaiii lire usually canons 
of one of the seven great patriarchal bas- 
ilicas of Homo. Mgra. Misciatelli and 
Bisleti, the conii)ani<>n5 of Mgr. del Val, 
ire canons of St. Peter's church. It was 
rumored that be himself was oU'erod a 
vacant canonry in St. John Lateran, but 
declined to accept it. Durina the last 
three years he has filled several important 
positions in the Roman curia, and was 
even one of tho known advisers of His 
Holinrss in matters regarding the ap-rit- 
ual interests of the Italian people. Two 
years ago he becaiiio acting-secretary and 
chief consulter for the Pope in the Asso- 
ciation for the " Religious Union of 
Christian Churches." This society is 
largely composed of English and Irish 
cclosiastics and Roman theologims.

Mtjr. del Val was a great worker in the 
cause of religious reunion, and was most 
sanguine of the good results that must 
necessarily follow from auch an organiza- 
tion, cimi posed as it waa of those who did 
not love Britain less heeauso they loved 
Rome more. 

This is but a very feeble attempt at a 
bio!.'ra])liical description of the delegalo. 
He is a very t,dent,ed man, and comes 
from a talented family. His father's name 
household word in Italy, and espe- 
cially in Home.

Cuming for the first time to our Canadiin 
shores from tho nionarchioR of Old Eur- 
ope, he has now a golden op|)or nnily to 
learn mindi .-ibnut llie couiiLij- and its in 
habitants which he could not [mssibly 
have realized hefove. He will learn that 
Caiuida is nol, aH Pompadour has de- 
scribed it, and as Continental Europe 
.St ill believes it to ho, "a few acres of 
snow," but a vast and fertile country t|iat 
stretches across from the Pacific in tho 
west to the .Atlantic in the east, which is 
Leeiiiiii^' with the products of Nature and 
commerce, which is enriched beyond 
comparison with those iiiateriil reainirees 
upon which the present wealth and future 
progress of the country depend, while it 
is psoplod by men and women who, what- 
ever may be their iiceasional faults in 
matters allecting politics and religion, 
have nevertheless preserved in ,-i remark- 
able degree the solid Christian virtues 
and strong niitional characteristics of the 
great races from which they have de- 
scended. It is not an exclusively Catho- 
lic commonwealth, as some jieoplo would 
load us to believe, neither ia it an entiridy 
Protestant country, as otheis foolishly 
imagine. Both r^lioions are evenly bal- 
aiiced by hereditary dillerenees of race, 
language and religion, which will in time 
coalesce in tho production ( f a typical 
Canadian mtionhood tlmt shall mamta'ii 
inthonoit' fniure the g. ny of the an-

United States Sciidini; Tlieiii Out to Ex- 
;iiuint; tlie Kookerics. 

Wasiiini; I'oN, .\pril L'l,— The jjarty cjf 
eciHt ami geoilelic Eurvey ofiielaLs who 
are to iiiako a survey of the ,'ie.il rookeries 
on St. Paul island in tiie Jjelirint' sea, 
left Washington to-night.

Vri:NN-A, April 20.— The Neuo Free 
PresBC in an article on the Turco-Grecian 
war and the causes which led up to it, 
expresses the ojiinion that Greece is 
wholly answerable for the outbreak of 
hostilities. Thero would have been no 
war, it declares, if Greece had not fo- 
mented revolution in Crete by sending 
Colonel Vassos to occupy the place 
with a Greek force while the 
island was al puace ; if she had not dis- 
patched Greek bands into Macedonia 
with the object of astacking the town 
of Orevona, and if she had not on 
Thursday last attacked with regular 
troops the Turkish positionti at 
Analypais, Nexeros and Faria. The 
paper recognize the forbearance which 
Turkey displayed under great provo- 
cation, and says that tho Buccess 
of the Turkish arms is desired for the 
reason that a Greek victory would un- 
chain all the Servian and Bulgarian am- 
bitions. 

Reterring to the lighting which has al- 
ready ttiken place along llio frontier the 
paper saya thai the engageinenta thus far 
liave only served to force the deliles 
leading to the plains of Larissa, where 
a decisive battle is shortly expected. It 
is not doubted that when this battle 
does occur it will result in a victory for 
tho Turkish army. The only danger for 
the Turks are the bands of tireeks in 
their rear, who may imc oil' their suri- 
pliea of provision'^. 

LoXDo.N, April 20. — The (ilobe, a con- 
sistent philo-Tnrkish organ, says that 
Turkey iiractised exemplary patience 
under persistent provocation ami aU'ront, 
and the joint interest of the powers now 
lies in localizing the war. 

The P.irmiiigham Post, the organ of 
llie progressive unionistP, urges Lord 
Salisbury to depart from the concert of 
I'.urope, and declares that the refoliilion 
of Turkey to settle her quarroia with 
<; recce by the sword should compel the 
British government to reconsider their 
position of adherson to concert of powers, 
which was only justified as iireserving 
iMiropean peace, wherein it has failed. 

The Times disi-nssing editorially tho 
Greek invitation to the [lowera to witb- 
druw their forces from Ureete, says that 
it Greece meditates the recall of Col. 
\'assos, the commander of the (.ireek 
army of occupation in Crete, so that they 
may co-operate in defence of his coun- 
try, tho powers mighl doubtless strain a 
point and let liiiu out, but if they ob- 
ject llio Greek government should say 
so. Until they do, the powers are not in 
the least likely to modify their action in 
Crete.

Cruniblijijf Skeleton Found lu the 
Forest— Who Js the 
Victim ? 



Once On a time in A niirrow stretch of 
'che fortst, not half a dozen miles from 
Victoria, a tragedy was enacted that cost 
a huniaii life. A pistol shot— and tliere 
was one lees in tiie world, yet tho world 
went on as ever, and no one even noticed 
that the troubles of some one were at an 
end. So little are men miseed by their 
follow men. 

Just when and how and for what rea- 
son thiw man died, no one will ever say. 
A crumbling skeleton, found close to a 
woodland trail; a pair of substantial 
walkine; boots; a few shreds and patches 
of mouldy cloth ; a rusty and long since 
useless revolver; and u skull jjierced by 
a bullet — these gruesome tokens, tiun- 
bled into a gunnysack at provincial 
liolico headiiuarters, are all that reminds 
the world now of this someone wlio was 
never inieseil. 

■^'01 even these few grim relics tell a 
circuinfit.Hiilial atory that ia not without 
ita fuRciiiation, accentuated and intenai- 
lied by ihe attendant mystery. The 
man was evidently young, for tho teeth 
in the bullet-pierced skull are complete, 
and sound and even—lhey show, too, 
that they have liad becoming care be- 
stowed upon them. The man was rather 
below the medium siise, judging from his 
shoes and the size of his skull; whilethe 
shape and formation of the latter would 
to a phrenologist indica-te a person of 
considerable mental capacity, varied 
attain iiienls, and lirniiioss. Why he 
should ask biuiself il lilo were worlti the 
living and answer his question with a 
I)i6tol shot constitutes part of the mys- 
tery. 

Thero was no hoHitation about the 
hand that iniUed the trigger — the re- 
volver hud been aimed fair between the 
eyes, and ileatb must have ensued irn- 
luodiately. 

When Aaron Cihent, of Parson's 
Bridge stumbled upon the skeleton a 
few days aeo, on an infrequently visited 
eection of his ranch, time bad completed 
the work which the suicide had begun, 
to eU'eetually conceal his identity. It 
would seem that he ha<l chosen the spot 
lor the lasf act in his life with care and 
caution — for though not a hundred yards 
from the railway track, accident alone 
would leiiil anyone thither. 

Il woiil.l be folly now to hold an in- 
quest, for the contents of the giuiiiy sack 
would lie the only witnea-es, and these 
are silent as to everything material. 
Summarized, these fragmentary items 
which aro kei)t as evidenco of possible 
ideutificatipu, include tho pair of laced 
shoes of English manafacture, with 
smooth, Bcwn soles ; a portion of the coat 
of rough Harris tweed, fine quality to 
have lasted so long; a black Derby hat; j 
and t,!iQ Bulldog jiistol, with one fired i 
chamber, found at the side of tho skele- • 
ton, near where tiie right hand InuL 
crumbled into dust. Only these things, 
and ^^2.li.o in silver money, with a litllo-j 
advertising souvenir bearing on one aide ; 
a gritlin's heail and on the other the in- ' 
Bcri|(tion ; " Sanlter Bros., felt and gravel 
roofs; T'el. No. 1,07)11; 2;! Adelaide street, 
K." From the date of the silver coins it 
is known that the dead man was in life | 
sometime alter 18SS. There the meagre 
information ends.
